which as it is aboye the authority of the ſame 
Chutrch,and onely ſufficient ro inftruR us 18 
all things concerning ſalvation: fo oy letr 
for all degrees of men,to rcad and unde . 
For without this Word, neither Church, 
Counſel, or Decree can eſtabliſh any -poinc 
rouching ſalvation. The fecond is the holy 
Sacraments, ro wit, of Baptiſm, and the 
Lords Supper, whieh Sacraments Chriſt bach 
lefrunto us, as holy ſigns and ſeals. of Gods 
promiſes, For as by Baptiſmonce .received, 
1s ignited that we (as wel infants, as others 
of age and diſcretion) being firangers from 
God by original fin,are received .into his fami- 
ly and congregacion, with ful afſurance, that 
although this root of fin lye hid in us, yet to 
the it hal nor be imputed : ſo the Supper 
declareth, tharGod as a moſt provident Fa- 
ther, doth not onely feed our bodies, bur alle 
ſpiricually nouryheth our ſouls with the gra- 
ces and benefits of Jeſus Chriſt (which rhe 
Scriprure calleth cating of his fleſh, and drink- 
ing of hisfbloud :) neicker muſt we in the ad- 
miniſtration of theſe ſacraments, follow mans 
phanrafie, bur as Chriſt himſelf hath ordained, 
ſomuſtthey be miniſtred, and by ſuch as by 
ordinary vocation are thereunto called. 
Theretare whofoever receivech unworthily 
theſe Sacraments, or contrariwife contemneth 


chem in time and place, precureth himſelt 
damnation 


The third mark of this Church, is Ecclefia- 
filicall Diſcipline , which ftanderh in admoni- 
tion and correRion of faults, The fnall end 
whercef is excommunication , by the conſent 
of the Church derermined, if the Offender 
be obſtinatc: And befides this Ecclefiaſtical 
Diſcipline, I acknowledg to brlong to this 
Chureh a Politike Magiſtrate, who miniſtererh 
ro every man juſtice, defending the good, and 

uniſhing che evil, To whom we muſt render 
—— and obedience in all things, which are 
not contrary to the Word of God. Andas 
Moſes, Heyecbias, Fofias, and other good ru- 
ters, purged the Church of God from ſuper» 
fitrion and idolarry; fo the defence of Chriſts 
Church appertainerch ro Chriſtian Magt- 
ftrares, againſt all Idolaters and Herericks, as
